which also sent Nationalist fighter 
bombers to the Amoy and Swatow 
areas off the China mainland, in­ 
flicted “ heavy losses” on the Reds. 
The raids were in reply to the 
Red invasion of Yikiangshan Island 
and Comm unist shelling of the N a ­ 
tionalist held Tachen islands to the 
north 
Nationalist military

said all of the raiding bom b ers re 
turned safely. 
Meanwhile, a comm uniq ue from

Sheppard Dies 
Heartbroken 


Death is Latest 
In Series of 
Family Tragedies 


CLEV ELA ND Ohio IP—Dr Rich 
ard A 
Sheppard. 65. died h e a r t ­ 
broken and tired of living Tuesday 
night within a month of the m u r ­ 
de r conviction of his youngest son 
and the suicide of his wife 
The head of the Sheppard family 
died in Bay View Hospital which 
he founded after World War 11 for 
the medical practice of his three 
osteopath sons and himself 
His death followed an attack of 
pleurisy which sent him to bed on 
Tree 
2P,' the day before his son. 
Dr Samuel H Sheppard, was con­ 
victed of second degree m u rd e r for 
the slaying of his wife.

Sarn received the news of 
hi> fat her's death at his cell in 
Cuyahoga county jail.

It has now dragged on 
for two years.

Barnes of 
California, a Republican appointed 
with the backing of Chief Justice 
Warren.

became insistent, and Earl Jinkin- 
-on, special U. S. attorney who

three weeks preparing 
the Kansas City case, appeared be­

and stated that on the advice of 
the attorney general the govern­ 
ment was asking that the criminal

r-'inst Roberts be dismissed.

remainder of the criminal 
case against the Kansas City Star 
itself, and Emil Sees, its director 
of advertising, is going forward. 
Afterward, a newspaperman ask­ 
ed the S tar’s attorney, Elton M ar­ 
shall:

The Democrats’ talked of forcing 
the chief executive to sign within

a family of four. 
Their strategy 
would couple the income tax re­ 
duction with the legislation extend­ 
ing present rates for corporation in­ 
come taxes and for some excise 
levies. 
The government faces a 
three billion dollar annual loss in 
revenue if the latter two are not 
extended. 
The tax cut proposal was being 
discussed actively by key Demo­ 
crats 
on the 
tax-writing House 
Ways and Means Committee, in­ 
cluding 
Rep 
Hale Boggs (La.), 
and Rep. Wilbur Mills (Ark.). 
However, they had not yet dis­ 
cussed it with Speaker Sam Ray 
burn who presumably will have the 
final word. 
If adopted, tne plan would revise 
original Democratic strategy for 
putting off tax cuts until the 1956 
election year.
